Senator Lyman 
Trumfoull died at 3 


o'clock this morning at his home in this 
city, aged 88. He has been long ill. The 
end had been expected tho past week. 


Lyraan Trumbull was born in Colches- 


ter, Conn., October 13, 18ia, of Bevolu- 
tionary stock. 
Benjamin', his grand- 


father, .was a captain in the Revolution- 
ary war. After studying law In New 
England he 'located in St. Glair county, 
Illinois, and was elected as a representa- 
tive to tho legislature from that county 
in the Twelfth general assembly. Lin- 
coln was serving his last term in tre 
same assembly,as a representative. He 
was not in accord with his party fully in 
that body. He was subsequently elected 
secretary of state and his break with1 Jiis 
party led to a disruption of his official re- 
lations with Governor Ford. His trouble 
with Ford resulted in his defeat for, the 
nomination for governor later on. In 
1848 he was elected one of the justices of 
the supreme court of Illinois. This office 
lie resigned in 1858. .He opposed the ra- 
peal of the Missouri Compromise and was 
elected, from the] Alton district as a mem- 
ber of congress as an anti-Nebarska Dem- 
ocrat. He was elected to the United 
States senate in 1855 as the result of the 
first* political 
revolution] in 
Illinois 


which resulted In tho formation of the 
Republican party. In ISGl.nnd tigain'ln 
1867 he was re-elected as a Republican. 
He broke with his party before his term 
expired and since that time" has acted 
with the" Democrats but has held no pxib- 
lic office. 
He ran for governor against 


Shelby M. Cullom in 1880 and was de- 
feated. 


Trnmbull has always been regarded as 


an able man and upon the point of ability 
had the respec't of all his colleagues.

Steamer Commodore's Second Ex- 
pedition to Cuba Safely Effected. 


ARMS AND AMMUNITION LANDED. 


Cheering News Received by Cubans 


at Washington—Steamer Carrying 


Men and Arms Landed Safe- 


ly in Cuba. 


Washington, June 3*5.—Tho news that 


tho Commodore bad landed a. number of 
men and a largo supply of wnv materials 
on tbo Cuban coast early last Sunday 
morning was received by tho Cuban Rep- 
resentatives in Washington this morning, 
and the rejoicing was naturally groat 
The expedition carried by the Commodore 
is said to have been placed aboard the 
steamer off tho Florida coast by tho Three 
Friends and two schooners. It consisted 
of nearly 100 men, many of whom were 
skilled engineers, and a score or more fa- 
miliar with tho use of high explosives and 
modern rapid-lire guns and several expert 
electricians. 


The Commodore sailed from Charles- 


ton, und her manifest showed that sho 
carried 1750 rifles, two cannon, thirty 
cases of revolvers and cutlasses, a large 
supply of miscellaneous military and 
medical stores and 375,000 cartridges.

to do in the case of froe coinage? Coinage 
don't run, and the value of gold and sil- 
ver is not contingent upon, tho credit of 
a country. Under free coinage' of gold 
and silver the latter must stand on its 
own bottom on the value of the metal in 
the-coin and that value is the same the 
world over whether in coin or bullion. 
Mexico probably could not do what we are 
now doing, namely keep 500,000,000 sil- 
ver dollars of 41SM grains at par with 
gold. We do it by guaranteeing their re- 
demption which we could not do under 
free coinage as there could not be free sil- 
ver coinage and a guarantee of redemp- 
tion at the same time. 
Mexico can have 


free coinage of silver and so can the Unit- 
ed States but free coinage in the United 
States would not enhance the value of sil- 
ver any more here than it would in Mex- 
ico aud other countries.

a Democrat. His free silver talk suits 
any of these great political salvation ar- 
mic* 
But as to Albert F. Smith, if it is

mind to continue the Prohibition 


ca. 
iceting industry it may be a ques- 


tio- 
- to where he is "at." He will 


t:-. 
take sides with tho broad or nar- 


rov.- ..luge wings of the Prohibition party 
for the reason that he cannot run the two 
together except In debate. His free silver 
articles Indicate that he may follow the 
fortunes of Mrs. Helen Gouger along the 
broad gauge route and continue business 
along that line. 


As editor of tha Review Mr. Smith as- 


sumes that tho demonetization of silver 
by the United States in 1873 made silver 
cheap and that prior to 1873 our silver 
dollar was at a premium of 2 to 3 per cent 
"without the consent of England." These 
propositions are the deadly shafts in his 
article this morning. " Without the con- 
tent of England" is intendud to be u cruel 
burlesque of those who favor the present 
gold standard as the assumption is that 
they are for the gold standard because 
England is for gold as a standard. Of 
course it may not have occurred to that 
gentleman that all the leading commer- 
t-i M intions are for the gold standard for 
•1 : • < .me reason and not because any one 
f - ill the others are for it.

\> • 'I is a medicine In many countries and 
all u .;• it for the same reasons as n rem- 
edy for certain ills not because one or all 
the other countries dictate its use. 


Mr. Smith seems to think that with- 


out the dictation of Kngland or any other 
country the free coinage of silver prior to 
1S73 made the silver dollar of America 
worth 2 to 3 per cent more than gold. At 
the same time silver had long been de- 
monetized In England, and some other 
foreign countries. Mr. Smith's argu- 
ment Is good* providing an ounce of silver 
vras worth less, prior to 1873 when the 
American dollar was at a premium, in 


they can buy it best regardless of whether 
that country buys^froni it or not. 
As 


a matter of fact all such business is done 
by importers and exporters and the im- 
porter who brings in a ship load of dry 
goods never deals in wheat or cattlo,so, as 
a matter of practice, there is nothing 'Of 
the element of reciprocity in tha Demo- 
cratic theory of the exchange of products. 


The reciprocity advocated by Republi- 


cans is quite a different matte* and is an 
auxiliary to protection. 
The theory and 


effect in practice of protection is to build 
up manufacturers, create industries in 
the lino of farm products that will give 
the American farmer a homo market for 
his wheat corn, oats, barley, potatoes, cat- 
tie, hay, sheep and horses. This is done 
because the possibility of form products 
exceeds the power of consumption, at 
home find protection in tho last thirty 
years has built up American industries so 
rapidly that.tho increase of furms during 
that period which is over 300 per cent did 
not out run tho increase in consumers 
which protection created. For example 
before the passage of tho McKinley bill no 
tin plate was manufactured in this coun- 
try. 
That bill laid such a tariff upon 


imported goods as in the judgment of 
that congress would establish that indus- 
try in this country. It did establish the 
industry and added 70,000 consumers to 
tho list. 


If markets can bo opened for any kind 


of American manufactures or farm pro- 
ducts those markets add just that much 
on the one hand in employing more con- 
sumers In 
the manufacture of those 


extra goods sold abroad and on the other 
hand finds additional consumers for the 
products of the farm. 
This carries out 


the same principle as protection as to pro- 
ducer and consumer. This Is what Be- 
publican reciporcity does; but it does not 
do it on the barren theory of exchange of 
product or by the exploded theory of bar- 
ter and trade. It did it in this way. 
Take Cuba as an example. Cuba raises 
sugar and some other products we con- 
sume and do not produce and we raise 
wheat and manufacture articles it does 
not produce but which it consumes. We 
have been, under protection, before the 
McKinley bill came into effect permitting 
those articles which we do not produce 
to come In free from Cuba while it taxed 
our flour, and plows. The McKinley law 
provided that In such a case if Cuba or 
any other country in such relation to us 
would ndt enter into a treaty and recipro- 
cate for the free entry of her products 
the president should put a duty upon 
those products as to that particular coun- 
try. Cuba comes and says she don't want 
that to happen as she could not stand a 
tax on her sugar If German sugar came 
in free and she enters into a treaty to re- 
duce her t»l on American flour, plows 
and other products she wants to buy. Her 
tariff on plows and flour is general to 
those products from all countries and 
where under our reciprocity provision 
she enters into a contract with us we be- 
come a favored nation in her markets 
touching thi) products we sell to her. 
This Is Republican reciprocity and it is 
protection, because its effect unpn the 
spread of manufactures here and finding 
consumers for farm products Is the great 
underlying principle of protection.

By pedaling as no "scorcher" evei 


jxsdaled before, in all the state of New 
Jersey a party of over a dozen Atlantic 
City bicyclists the oilier day escaped 
death by roasting in the fierce forest 
fires that are raging near there. It 
was a race for life in which, fire set the 
pace and blinding cinders and smoke 
handicapped the-riders. 


Some -of them were slightly burned, 


and .to soyis the experience was one 
never to be forgotten. There were times 
in the run when the flames pressed the 
fugitives so closely that it seemed im- 
possible they should escape. Hair and 
eyebrows were singed and the bicycles 
became hot, but terror lent strength to 
the cyclists' calves and they; sped on 
with death at the hub of their reai 
wheels. 


The party, headed by NewMn Cramer 


a rider of some note, consisted of Johr 
Conover and "Buroy" Conover, two- At- 
lantic City plumbers: Frank Parrell 
Wichard Johnson, Owen Da^js, a Phiki 
delphia "trick" ridar; Emerson Chapir 
and James Hood, instructors in the Her 
Hur riding academy; William Richard 
son, Horace Hammell and several othei 
Atlantic City riders. They left there 
early in the day for a run <ner tht 
jounty. Some of them had heard thnl 
the forest fires were burning fiercely tc 
the north, butf they had no definite 
knowledge of the exact locality nor did 
they regard them as a danger to- be 
avoided. 


Cramer set a good pace leaving1 the 


city and it was maintained for many 
miles over fairly good roads. Without 
realizing their danger they got intc 
the midst of the burning area. A halt 
was ordered and the rideis contemplat- 
ed "their situation with consternation 
Every moment added to the danger 
They could go forward no further, and 
the road back became choked with 
smoke, through which flames could be. 
been as pt'hey stood there. There was 
not a moment to be lost, 


One cool-headed mnn suggested let- 


ting some of the air outof the pneumat- 
ic tires so that they might not be burst 
by the heat, and that a flying dnsh 
should be made bocK over the road they 
had come. It was the only chance and 
it was acted upon. Wet handkerchief* 
were tied over the lower parts of theii 
faces and with a flying start they en 
tered the pall of black smoke. 


"Hide for your lives!" yelled Cramer, 


nud after that no word nas, spoken 
Each man bent 01 er his handle-bar with* 
grim determination. 


Owen 
Davis* handkerchief slipped 


from his month. There was no time tc 
replace it. 
He nearly strangled anO 


lagged behind, but the flames spurred 
him on. Even his pace was that of the 
fastest race, and for half a mile it was 
a matter of uncertainty as to whethei 
any would be saved. 


When at last the begrimed crew 


reached the open fields and safety Davi= 
fainted. 
Some of the men fell from 


their wheels speechless and faint nn'l 
were badly burned. The burns wen 
hut slight, but some of the. riders will 
not ride a wheel again for several days 
and not w ithin the same township with 
forest fires.

Dr. Nicholas Senn has made a. success 


of an extraordinary operation in skin 
grafting. Nothing of the kind ever was 
tried before, and the eminent Chicago 
surgeon has startled his medical breth- 
ren again by his daring and is receiving 
their plaudits for the triumph of his 
remarkable, experiment. 


The parboiled hand of a man, devoid 


of skin on its back, was inserted in a 
>puncture made between the skin end 
the flesh of the man's own stomach 
three weeks ago and fastened there, lit- 
erally in a sling; of skin and flesh. Th9 
other day it was removed and it was 
fcund that the skin Of the stomach had 
Town to the back' of the hand. It was 
arefully treated, trimmed down to 
where it should grow, and a triumph of 
kin grafting: was made public. 
The patient is E. E. Lyday, cashier of 
ie First national bank of Newton, la 


He has been a resident and n, business 
pian of that place for years. Mr. Lyday 
was a victim of a wreck on the Chicago, 
Jock Island' & Pacific railway atOrin- 
r.ell, la., in 1894. The "hot air" pressure 
on a coach at that time severely scalded 
his face and hands. He was scarred for 
If e. In the course of time he recovered 
the use of his left hand, but his right 
Siand was so parboiled and maimed that 
he lost control of it. The member was 
like a piece of mangled beef. The skin 
was hopelessly and permanently gone 
from finger tip to wrist. 


Being possessed of means, Mr. Lyday 


sought the best of surgical aid, regai-d- 
ICFS of expense, but without avail, until 
recently. Several weeks ago he came 4 o 
Chicago and went to St. Joseph's hos- 
pital. Dr. Senn was summoned. 


The surgeon found that the hand 


baffled all old remedies at grafting. Ha 
finally decided to make an experiment 
as the last hope for relief. Lyday shud- 
dered at the suggestion, but pluckily 
agreed to the test. Dr. Senn decided 
that the chance was to slice a piece of 
ukm in Lyday's breast or stomach no 
tbat the hand could be inserted therein 
"between the flesh and skin, thus practic- 
ally making a sling of skin and flesh in 
which the patient could rest his dis- 
figured hand. 


Lyday first submitted to the knife 


April 34. A piece of his skin three 
inches in width, five inches long and to 
quarter of an inch thick was skillfully 
cut. The unique bandage was lifted 
to permit the insertion of the mangled 
end scalded hand which needed a new 
covering. The hand was placed in this 
novel grafting device a few weeks ago. 
The triumph was complete. The skin 
had grown on the back of the hand, un'l 
a process was promptly applied to sub- 
stitute another skin on the stomach and 
breast from which the strip had been 
transferred to the hand. •

ination. Laymen do not seem to under- 
fatand that lead pipe which is subject to 
constant changes of temperature will 
' '-ay so that it may he broken almost 
1 ',e decayed leather. The thinner it is 
the quicker itgoes ontof all proportion. 
For this reason, to say nothing of burst- 
ing1 from sudden pressure, cheap lead 
pipe is the most expensive of all econ- 
omies. The general adoption of iron 
instead of lead pipe is amostimportant 
improvement, only excelled by what 
it naturally led to—exposed plumbing-. 


On the ground of sanitary safety, 


cleanliness, attractiveness and econ- 
omy, in the long run there is no com- 
parison between exposed plumbing and 
the old system, where everything was 
boxed in with wainscoting. It is true 
that the first cost is rathec more, but 
this should deter no one from adopting 
It. Closets, washstands'and bath tubs 
that are bo\ed in form a lurking place 
for filth and vermin that defy the most 
thorough housekeeper. The inner »ur- 
face of the wood, which is always damp 
and never exposed to freeh air, rots and 
decays slowly. Although no careful ex- 
periments have yet been made and no 
statistics have been compiled, medical 
observers "have recently determined that 
decaying wood is a prolific source of dis- 
ease. Where the plumbing is exposed 
there is absolutely no chance for lurk- 
ing disease germs. The initial cost is 
B small price to pay for this immunity 
Bo\ed-m plumbing calls for constant 
renewal, but that which is exposed has 
practically as long life as has the house 
that shelters it. 


Te secure immunity at all times fiom 


fcewer gas, and to prevent any subse- 
quent annojances, have the system ol 
fixtures, traps, supply and waste pipes 
well planned and ariangpd in accord- 
ance with the best rules. The constant 
grouping and concentrating of fixtures 
will mateiiully reduce the cost of the 
work. Avoid a useless multiplication 
of plumbing fixtures, also locating fi v- 
tures in sleeping-rooms. Plumbing fix- 
tures, especially water closets, must al- 
ways be located in well-lighted and 
well-ventilated apartments. 
Jn small 


cottages plan the bathroom as nearly 
as possible o%er the kitchen, in order to 
reduce the amount of piping. Numer- 
ous and elaborate plumbing appliances 
are useless and expensive. The aboie 
design is an example of economical and 
concentrated sanitary plumbing. 


The pipes are all exposed so as to be 


easily accessible in case of leakage. The 
wash bowls aie porcelain with marble 
blabs, back and sides, and are in the 
iava ary and bathroom; galvanizedfron 
sink and drainboard, seton iron legs are 
in the pAntry, a copper boiler in the 
dtcben and two soap^tone wash trays 
in the laundry in the cellar. 


USE OF THE SENSES. 


Habit and Experience Play a Part la See- 


ing and Hearing. 


If we ask ourselves just how it is that 


we see, hear and receive impressions 
From the senses we shall soon discover 
two things. The first is that the ex- 
planation "vie see with our eyes," "we 
near with our cars," etq, is not quite 
satisfactory. It is easy enough to ex- 
plain how certain rays of light impinge 
on the retina of the eye, and certain 
waves of air on the drum of the ear; 
but how these purely physical things- 
are converted into purely psychicai 
things of sight and hearing no one can 
explain. 


Our second discovery will be that it is 


not by the ej e alone that we see, or by 
the ear alone thnt we hear. Memory 
or. rather, experience or habit, plays .1 
jrS-eat part in nil sensations, though wo 
do not o|tcn notice it, unless our atten- 
tion is dr,m n to the flpct by some cir- 
cumstancc.that puts experience atfault 
and thus produces a sense-illusion. 


Have you ever noticed, for instance, 


iow experience helps you to recogniye 
the position of soundh? If one made n 
noise at a little distance from you you 
could instantly tell from what direction 
t came, because experience has taugjjt 
you to judge of this matter through 
,he very slight difference in the in- 
tensitj of sound in jour two ears. An 
experiment w ill readily prove this. 


Stop up the left car firmly with cot- 


ton w ool and go into a dark room with 
some one else who carries a bell. Let 
the other person strike the bell in dif 
Cerent parts of the room, yourself re 
mnining still. No matter where the bell 
is, it will always seem to you to sound 
on your right side, e\en though it may 
actually be near the left ear. Persons 
deaf in one ear cnn never tell whence n, 
sound comes. It takes two ears to do 
this.—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Some Curiosities of Seeing;. 


A correspondent of Nature inquires 


whether anybody has ever noticed that 
young children sometimes make draw- 
ings of objects upside down. He tells 
of two boys who, at an early stage in 
iheir artistic efforts, drew locomotives 
with tine wheels up and the smokestack 
dcwn, and one of these boyp always pre- 
ferred in looking at a picture to hold it 
upside down. The correspondent thinks 
this may have some relation to the fact 
that images on the retina of the eye are 
reversed. He also relates the experi- 
ence of a lady in India who often no- 
ticed that natives, on taking up a pho- 
tograph *- look at it, replaced it upside 
down. 


Patent* In the United States. 


A patent granted in theTJuited States 


for an invention which has been pre- 
viously patented in a foreign country 
will be so limited in time as to expire 
with the foreign patent. Or, if there be' 
more than one foreign patent* the right 
in the United States will expire with 
that foreign patent which has the short- 
est term. In no case, however, will a 
U»ited States patent be continued In 
force for a greater period than 17 years.
